HE Fame of the Moſt Learned 
and Pious Archbiſhop UsHER is fo 
well known and eſtabliſhed, that it 
would be needleſs, 'as well as foreign to our 
preſent Purpoſe, to expatiate upon it: Bur, 
as the Writer of his Life, among other ex- 


traordinary Providences, that befell this excel- 


lent Perſon, has given us an exact Relation of 
all the ſeveral Predictions br Prophecies of 
Things delivered by him, a conſiderable 
Time before they happened, and ſome nor 
yet accompliſhed; it may not be unſeaſon- 
able (at this preſent Juncture) to lay them in 
Order before the Reader, as ſo many ſober 
Premonitions, grounded on ſound Reaſon, and 
agreeable to Divine Truth; eſpecially, as he 
aſſures us, That this venerable Prelate was

Year he preached it in, to the Year the Re- 
bellion (and Deſtruction of Jreland) began, 
done by thoſe Papiſts and Popiſb Prieſts Ton 
connived at, which was 1641, you will find 
it juſt forty Years: And that which makes 
this much more obſervable is, That he then 
put a Note in the Margin of his Bible, and 
reſerved the Notes of that Sermon, with the 
Day and Year he preached it in, which was 
one of the laſt Sermons he wrote throughout 


Word for Word, ever after only writing the 
Heads, and putting all the Reſt to the 


Strength of his Memory : And which ſtill 
heightens the Obſervableneſs of it, 1s, what 


Dr. Bernard ſays, That for near twenty Years | 


Time before the fulfilling of this, (that was 
from the Doctor's firſt converſing with him) 


he always lived in the Expectation of the ful- 


filling thereof; and the nearer the Time ap- 


proached, the more confident he was, That 


it would be accompliſhed, and was even at the 


Door: This, ſays the Doctor, I often uſed. 
to wonder and admire at, becauſe there was 


no viſible Appearance of any Thing that had 
a Tendency that Way: But more eſpecially, 
ſays he, did I ſtand and wonder, when in the 
Thar the Rebellion broke forth, he taking 


Leave of me, being called to England, ad- 


viſcd me to a ſerious Preparation for heavy 


| Sorrows and Miſeries I ſhould ſee before I ſaw 
bim again; this he delivered with as great 


Confidence, as if it had been within the View 


of Senſe: It put me in Mind of that of 
Amos iii. 7. ! the Lord will do nothing,

 phets; at leaſt to ſo great a One, and of that.

II. The Changes and Mi ſeries: of England, 
both in Church and State. It would Tearce- 
ſeem credible to relate what a great Number 
of Years before any ſuch Thing made the 
leaſt Sign of Appearance, he did confidently 
foretell the Changes that have ſince come to 
paſs in England, both in Eccleſiaſtick and 
Civil Affairs: This was experienced by ma- 
ny that converſed with him. And there is 
alſo a Paſſage in his Tract, De Primordiis Ec-. 
cleffarum Britannicarum, of the very ſame Im- 
portance ; where, after he hath at large re- 
| lated the Manner of the utter deſtroying of 
this Church and State by the Saxons, about 
550 Years after Chriſt; the Reaſons he gives 
for his Prolixity therein is, partly, That the- 
Divine Fuſtice might the rather from thence ap- 
pear to us; the Sins of all Sorts and Degrees be- 
ing now come to their utmoſt Height, in the not 
only ſhaking the Foundations of the Britiſh Church 
and State, but the deftroying them, and almoſt 
utterly overturning them. Partly, That even 
we might the rather be in great Fear, that our 
Turn is accordingly coming, and often call to mind. 
that of the Apoſtle, Behold the Goodneſs and 
Severity of Goo; on them which fell, Seve- 
rity; but towards thee, Goodneſs, if thou 
continue in his Goodneſs; otherwiſe, thou 
ſhalt be cut off, —wh1ich a our Reformation, 
1 pray may be prevented.

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Hirt. Ile would often be ſpeaking, when 
the King had the greateſt Succeſs, of what he 
feared, and trembled at, concerning him; 
which was one Reaſon why he put up con- 
ſtant Prayers, and gave all the Advice he 
could, for the preventing of any thing that 
might have the leaſt Tendency that way. 
And once he ſpoke to this diſtinct enough, 


in a public Sermon in St. Mary s in Cambridge, 


about twenty Years before it came to pals, 
on the following Text: But if ye ſtill do wick- 


edly, ye ſhall be conſumed, both ye and your King. 
IV. HE would often predict his own Poverty 


in worldly Things, It was a Thing very much 


admired at by many that knew him, to hear, 


in his great Proſperity, (when he had moſt, 


and was in all Probability as well ſettled in 


the World as any Perſon in his Circumſtances 


could be, .to hear, I ſay) his humbling Pre- 
diftions of that low and mean Eſtate he ſhould 


be reduced to before his Death; of which his 


Confidence was not to be diverted, notwith- 
ſtanding all Arguments to the contra

land in Matters of Religion, he would foretell ſad 
Conſequences as the Puniſhment of them : Many 


of which (ſays the Writer of his Life) I my- 
ſelf have e I pray Gop neither I nor my 
Poſterity may be convinced that he was a 


Prophet, in the fulfilling of what is yet unac- 
compliſhed, As he told theſe long before 


they brake forth, not only in private Con- 
verſe, but alſo in a Sermon of his before a 


great Auditory, upon 1 Cor. xiv. 33. So af- 


terward 
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terward when they were exiſtent, he would 
frequently be telling of ſeveral fearful Judg- 


ments which would be the Doom of them. 


VI. HE foretold the Death of Oliver Crom- 
well, and the Reſtoration of King Charles II. 
When the Orthodox Clergy were under a ſe— 
vere Perſecution by Oliver Cromwell, forbid- 
ding them, under great Penalties, either to 


teach Schools, or to perform any Part of their 


Miniſterial Function; ſome of the moſt con- 
ſiderable of them, in and about London, de- 
ſired my Lord Primate, that he would uſe his 
Intereſt with Cromwell (ſince they heard he 
pretended a great Reſpect for him) that as he 
granted Liberty of Conſcience to almoſt all 
Sorts of Religions, ſo the Epiſcopal Clergy 


might have the ſame Freedom of ſerving Gop 
in their private Congregations. So according 


to their Deſire he went, and uſed his utmoſt 
Endeavours with Cromwell for taking off this 


Reſtraint, which was at laſt promiſed (though 


with ſome Difficulty) : But when the Primate 


went to him a ſecond Time, to get this Pro- 


miſe ratified, and put into Writing, all the 
Anſwer he reotived: was to this Effect, That 


he had fince better confidered it, having adviſed ; 
<vith his Council about it, and that they thought 


it not ſafe for him to grant Liberty of Conſcience 
to thoſe Sort of Men, who are reſtleſs and impla- 
cable Enemies to him and his Government; ſo he 


took his Leave of him, only with good 
Words and outward Civility. The Tord 


Primate ſceing it in vain to urge it any fur- 


ther, ſaid little more to him, but returned to 
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TR HE 
his Lodgings, very much troubled and con- 


cerned, that his Endeavours had-met with no 
better Succeſs; when he was in his Chamber, 


he ſaid to ſome of his Relations (and to Dr. 


Parr, the Writer of this Account) that came 
to fee him; This falſe Man has broken his Word 
with me, and refuſed to perform what he Pro- 
miſed; well, he will have little Cauſe to glory in 
his Wickedneſs, for he will not continue long; the 
King will return; ibo 1 ſhall not live to ſee it, 
you may: The Government both in Church and 
State is in Confuſion : The Papiſts are advanc- 
ing their Projects, and making ſuch en 
as will hardly be prevented. 

VN. B. It may not be improper here to re- 
cite a remarkable Particular, which happen- 
ed in his laſt Viſit to Cromwell, in order to 
ſhew you the modeſt Freedom and Boldneſs 
of our Prelate, in reproving what he did not 
_ approve, even in the Greateſt, viz, At his 
Entrance he found him under his Surgeon's 
Hands, who was dreſſing a Boyl, which he 
had on his Breaſt; ſo Cromwell prayed the 
Lord Primate to ſit down a little, and that 
when he was dreſſed, he would ſpeak with 
him; while this was a doing, Cromwell ſaid 
to my Lord Primate, /f this Core (pointing 
to the Boyl) was once out, I ſhould quickly be 
well; to whom the good Biſhop replied, 7. 
| doubt the Core lies deeper; there is a Core at the 
Heart, that must be talen out, or elſe it will not 
be well : Ab! replied ne (ſeemingly uncon- 
cerned) So there is indeed, and ſighed. 
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VII. And laſtly, He foretold, That the 
greateſt Stroke to the Reformed Churches was 
| yet to come. The Year before this Holy Pri- 
mate died, (who was buried in the Abbey 
Church at WVeſtminſter, April 17, 1656, the 
Ulſurper Cromwell allowing 2007. towards his 
Funeral) an intimate Friend of the Archbi- 
_ ſhop's aſking bim (among other Diſcourſe) 
what his preſent Apprehenſions were concern- 
ing a very great Perſecution which ſhould fall 
upon the Church of Gop in theſe Nations of ß 
England, Scotland, and Ireland, of which he [| 
had heard him ſpeak with great Confidence ma- '1 
ny Years before, when we were in the higheſt | 
| and fulleſt State of outward Peace and Settle- _ 
© A ment; and whether he did believe thoſe ſad | 
Times to be paſt, or that they were yet to 4 
come ? He anſwered, That they were yet to 
| come, and that be did as confidently expect it as | 
$ ever be had done. Adding, That this ſad Per- if 
- ſecution would fall upon all the Proteſtant if 
Churches i» Europe. His Friend arguing, = # 
That he hoped the Affliction might now be 
over, and be intended of our late calamitous 3 
Civil Wars. The Reverend Prelate turning {1 
towards him, and fixing his Eyes upon him 
with that ſerious and ſevere Look, which he 
uſually had when he ſpake God's Word, and 4 
not his own; and when the Power of Gon 1 
ſeemed to be upon him, and to conſtrain bit m 
to ſpeak, ſaid thus: 
Fool not veunſclves with ſuch Hes 
« for I tell you, all you have yer ſeen, hath 
been 
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been but the Beginning of Sorrows to what 


is yet to come upon the Prozeftant Churches 
of Chriſt, a ſharper Perſecution than ever 
yet has been will ere long fall upon 
them; and therefore (/aid he to him) 
Look you be not found in the outward 
Court, but a Worſhiper in the Temple 


before the Altar, for Chriſt will meaſure all 
thoſe that profeſs his Name, and call them- 
ſelves his People; and outward Worſhip- 
ers he will leave out, to be trodden under 


foot by the Gentiles. 


IT be outward Court (ſays he) is the formal 
Chriſtian, whole Religion lies in perform- 


ing the outſide Duties of Chriſtianity, with- 


out having an inward Life and Power of 
Faith and Love, uniting to Chriſt, and 
thoſe Gop will leave to be trodden down, 


and {wept away by the Gentiles.: But the 


Worſhipers within the Temple, and before 


the Altar, are thoſe who do indeed worſhip 
Gop in Spirit and in Truth, whoſe Souls 


are made his Temples, and he 1s honoured 
and adored in the moſt inward Thoughts 


of their Hearts, and they . ſacrifice their 


Luſts and vile Affections, yea, and their 


own Wills to him; and theſe Gop will hide 
in the Hollow of bis Hand, and under the 
Shadow of his Wings; and this ſhall be 


one great Difference en this laſt, and 
all the other preceding Perſecutions : For in 


the former, the moſt eminent and ſpiritual 
Miniſters and Chriſtians did generally ſuffer 
moſt, and were moſt violently fallen upon,

i but in this laſt Perſecution, theſe ſhall be 
4 % preſerved by-Gop as a Seed to partake of

0 His Friend replied, That it ſcemed very im- 
130 probable they ſhould be able to do it, ſince 
they were now little countenanced, and but 
3 few in theſe Nations, and that the Hearts of 
2 the People were more ſet againſt them than 
mM ever ſince the Reformation. He anſwered 
again, „That it would be by the Hands of 
the Papiſts, and in the Way of a ſudden 
Maſſacre, and that the then Pope ſhould 
e be the chief Inſtrument of it.“ 
He alſo added, That the Papiſts were in 
his Opinion the Gentiles ſpoken of, Rev. xi. 
to whom the outward Court ſhould be lefr, 
that they might tread it under Foot; they 
4-.. having received the Gentiles Worſhip in 
| their adoring Images and Saints 0 | 
and in taking to themſelves many Media- 
8 tors: And this {ſaid he) the Papiſts are now 
T deſigning among themſelves, and therefore 
; be ſure you be always ready.” 
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This gracious Man repeated the ſame 
Things in | Subſtance to his only Daughter the 
Lady Tyrril, and that with many Tears, and 

much about the ſame Time.

damentals in our Religion and ſavin 
aith, is certainly at an End. The Spirit of 
Prophecy, foretelling Mercies and Judgments, 


for Reward and Encouragement of well, and 
for Puniſhment of evi] Doers, is not, as is ma- 
nifeſt and undeniable, being plain Matter of 
Fact, in and by many Revelations fulfilled, 
 fore-known, fore- ſeen and teſtified by many 
living Witneſſes and Records. Thoſe of the 
Rev. Archbiſhop of Arinagb, then moſt un- 
likely when foretold, are ſufficient Inſtances 
of this; and thoſe yet to come, tho? at pre- 
ſent they may ſeem incredible, yet no one 
knows, how ſoon the Divine Permiſſion may 
: ſuffer them to be accompliſhed. - In the mean 
Time, I hope it will be no Offence to inſert 
the following Relation, as not being altoge- 
ther incongruvus to our preſent Purpoſe.

and Cbabriers, and other places in France; 


and of the Troubles of the Duke of Miran-- 
dula, and of Pope Julia II. All which 


molt evidently came to paſs. The wiſe Stateſ- 


man and Hiſtorian Philip Comines, hath in his 
Commentaries recorded him for an Holy Man, 


and a Prophet. 


His Prophecies are extant in the excellent 
Works of Francis Mirandula.
